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NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

PREPARATION    OF   PORK    PRODUCTS    CUSTOMARILY    EATEN    WITHOUT   COOKING. 

Referring »4o  B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  regulation  18,  section  7,  paragraph  4,  the  following 
methods  of  preparing  pork  products  customarily  eaten  without  cooking  are  permitted 
in  addition  to  those  already  permitted  under  the  said  regulation: 

Pork  hams  may  be- cured  by  a  dry -curing  process  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than 
36°  F.  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  3  days  for  each  pound  of  weight  (green)  of  the 
individual  hams,  calculating  .the  time  of  cure  of  each  lot  of  hams  placed  in  cure  upon 
a  basis  of  the  weight  of  the  heaviest  ham  of  the  lot.  Hams  cured  by  this  method 
before  they  are  placed  in  cure  shall  be  injected  with  pickle  containing  not  less  than 
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25  per  cent  salt,  about  4  ounces  of  the  solution  being  injected  into  the  shank  and  a 
like  quantity  along  the  flank  side  of  the  body  bone.  The  hams  shall  be  laid  down 
in  salt,  not  less  than  4  pounds  of  salt  to  each  hundredweight  of  hams,  the  salt  being 
applied  in  a  thorough  manner  to  the  lean  meat  of  each  ham.  At  least  once  during  the 
curing  process  the  hams  shall  be  overhauled  and  additional  salt  applied  if  necessary 
so  that  the  lean  meat  of  each  ham  is  thoroughly  covered.  After  removal  from  cure 
the  hams  may  be  soaked  in  water  at  a  temperature  not  higher  than  70°  F.  for  not  more 
than  4  hours,  but  shall  not  be  subjected  to  any  other  treatment  (except  superficial 
washing)  designed  to  remove  salt  from  the  meat.  The  hams  shall  then  be  pale  dried 
or  smoked  not  less  than  48  hours  at  a  temperature  not  lower  than  80°  F.,  and  finally 
shall  be  held  in  a  drying  room  not  less  than  20  days  at  a  temperature  not  lower 
than  45°  F. 

Pork  products  known  as  capacola  (capicola,  capocollo)  and  coppa  may  be  prepared 
by  the  following  methods: 

(a)  Boneless  pork  butts  for  capacola  shall  be  cured  in  a  dry-curing  mixture  con- 
taining not  less  than  4£  pounds  of  salt  per  hundredweight  of  meat  for  a  period  cf  not 
less  than  25  days  at  a  temperature  not  lower  than  36°  F.  If  the  curing  mixture  is 
applied  to  the  butts  by  the  process  known  as  churning  a  small  quantity  of  pickle  may 
be  added.  During  the  curing  period  the  butts  may  be  overhauled  according  to  any 
of  the  usual  processes  of  overhauling,  including  the  addition  of  pickle  or  dry  salt 
if  desired.  The  butts  shall  not  be  subjected  during  or  after  curing  to  any  treatment 
(except  superficial  washing)  designed  to  remove  salt  from  the  meat.  After  stuffing, 
the  product  shall  be  smoked  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  30  hours  at  a  temperature 
not  lower  than  80°  F.  and  shall  finally  be  held  in  a  drying  room  not  less  than  20  days 
at  a  temperature  not  lower  than  45°  F. 

(b)  Boneless  pork  butts  for  coppa  shall  be  cured  in  a  dry-curing  mixture  containing 
not  less  than  4^  pounds  of  salt  per  hundredweight  of  meat  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
18  days  at  a  temperature  not  lower  than  36°  F.  If  the  curing  mixture  is  applied  to 
the  butts  by  the  process  known  as  churning  a  small  quantity  cf  pickle  may  be  added. 
During  the  curing  period  the  butts  may  be  overhauled  according  to  any  of  the  usual 
processes  of  overhauling,  including  the  addition  of  pickle  or  dry  salt  if  desired.  The 
butts  shall  not  be  subjected  during  or  after  curing  to  any  treatment  (except  superficial 
washing)  designed  to  remove  salt  from  the  meat.  Aftsr  stuffing,  the  product  shall  be 
held  in  a  drying  room  not  less  than  35  days  at  a  temperature  not  lower  than  45°  F. 

Sausage  may  be  prepared  by  the  following  methods: 

(a)  The  sausage  meat  shall  be  ground  or  chopped  into  pieces  not  exceeding  J  inch 
in  diameter.  A  dry-curing  mixture  containing  not  less  than  3£  pounds  of  salt  to  each 
hundredweight  of  the  unstuffed  sausage  shall  be  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  ground 
or  chopped  meat.  After  stuffing,  the  sausage  shall  be  smoked  not  less  than  40  hours 
at  a  temperature  not  lower  than  80°  F.,  and  finally  held  in  a  drying  room  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  10  days  at  a  temperature  not  lower  than  45°  F. 

(b)  Unsmoked  sausage  known  as  pepperoni  shall  be  held  in  a  drying  room  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  20  days  as  prescribed  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announce- 
ments for  October,  1916,  paga  90,  paragraph  2,  provided  that  if  the  sausage  is  stuffed 
in  hog  or  sheep  casings,  not  excaeding  1|  inches  in  diameter  measured  at  the  time  of 
stuffing,  the  period  of  drying  may  be  reduced  to  15  days. 

BOTTLES  FOB  WATEE  SAMPLES. 

Inspectors  in  charge  should  see  that  all  sterilized  bottles  used  for  collecting  samples 
of  water  are  promptly  returned  to  the  laboratory  from  which  they  were  forwarded, 
when  they  are  not  usad  immediately  for  submitting  samples  of  water,  as  it  is  difficult 
under  present  conditions  to  procure  bottles  of  this  character,  and  the  supply  is  nearly 
exhausted.

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PREPARATION  OF  ANTI-HOG-CHOLERA  SERUM— DISPOSAL  OF  TAIL- 
BLED  SERUM  FROM  HOGS  WHICH  BECOME  EXHAUSTED  OR  SUC- 
CUMB. 

Anti-hog-cholera  serum  collected  by  the  tail-bleeding  process  from  hogs  which 
become  exhausted  or  succumb  subsequent  to  this  operation  as  a  result  of  overbleeding 
may  be  prepared  as  prescribed  in  the  notice  under  the  heading  "Preparation  of  Anti- 
Hog-Cholera  Serum"  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  June,  1917, 
page  72,  provided  careful  inquiry  is  made  as  to  the  cause  of  the  exhaustion  or  death, 
and  provided  further  that  the  animal  from  which  the  serum  is  derived  is  subjected 
to  a  careful  post-mortem  examination  by  a  veterinary  inspector  of  the  bureau  shortly 
after  death  and  found  not  to  be  so  affected  with  any  condition  or  infectious,  conta 
gious,  or  communicable  disease  as  to  render  the  serum  worthless,  contaminated, 
dangerous,  or  harmful. 

In  the  event  that  post-mortem  examination  and  careful  investigation  concerning 
the  cause  for  the  exhaustion  or  death  of  the  animal  reveal  any  condition,  infectious, 
contagious,  or  communicable  disease  which  would  indicate  a  possibility  that  the 
serum  derived  from  the  animal  may  be  worthless,  contaminated,  dangerous,  or  harm- 
ful, the  serum  shall  be  destroyed  under  the  supervision  of  a  bureau  employee. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  FISCAL  REGULATIONS. 

Memorandum  No.  219  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  date  of  October 
3,  1917,  reads  as  follows: 

Paragraphs  74  and  76  (a)  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

"Paragraph  74:  Employees  of  the  department  engaged  in  field  work  or  traveling 
on  official  business  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  away  from  their  designated 
posts  of  duty,  may  receive  a  per  diem  allowance  in  lieu  of  subsistence.  The  rates 
which  may  be  allowed  will  be  fixed  by  the  Secretary  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
chief  of  the  bureau  in  which  the  employee  is  employed,  giving  consideration  to  the 
character  of  the  duties  to  be  performed,  the  section  of  the  country  to  be  traversed, 
and  the  cities  to  be  visited.  Per  diem  rates  must  in  no  case  exceed  $4  for  a  day  of 
24  hours.  For  any  day  in  which  the  employee  is  in  a  subsistence  status  for  a  period 
of  less  than  24  hours  a  separate  per  diem  must  be  fixed  and  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $1  if 
the  subsistence-status  period  is  6  hours  or  less,  $2  if  more  than  6  hours  and  not  more 
than  12  hours,  $3,  if  more  than  12  hours  and  not  more  than  18  hours,  and  $4  if  more 
than  18  hours.  Letters  of  authorization  granting  per  diem  allowance  in  lieu  of  sub- 
sistence must  specify  not  only  the  rate  allowed  for  an  entire  day,  but  also  the  rate  for 
days  in  which  the  employee  is  in  a  subsistence  status  for  a  period  of  less  than  24  hours, 
these  latter  rates  providing  for  short  trips  of  less  than  a  day,  and  for  travel  status  periods 
of  less  than  a  day  occurring  at  the  beginning  and  ending  of  a  continuous  trip  of  more 
than  one  day." 

"Paragraph  76  (a):  In  computing  per  diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  each  day  of  24 
hours  will  be  considered  as  beginning  at  midnight.  Per  diem  allowance  for  days  in 
which  the  employee  is  in  a  subsistence  status  less  than  24  hours  will  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  74." 

All  outstanding  letters  of  authorization  (including  those  issued  under  my  direc- 
tion by  chiefs  of  bureaus)  which  provide  per  diem  allowances  in  lieu  of  subsistence 
are  hereby  amended,  effective  November  1, 1917,  so  that  per  diem  allowances  for  days 
on  which  an  employee  is  in  a  subsistence  status  less  than  24  hours  shall  be  as  follows: 

For  a  period  of  6  hours  or  less,  the  per  diem  shall  be  one-fourth  of  the  rate  named 
in  the  original  letter  of  authorization,  for  a  period  of  more  than  6  hours  and  not  more 
than  12  hours,  one-half  of  said  rate,  and  for  a  period  of  more  than  12  hours  and  not 
more  than  18  hours,  three-fourths  of  said  rate.  For  a  period  in  excess  of  18  hours, 
the  per  diem  shall  be  that  named  in  the  original  letter  of  authorization.

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GOVERNMENT  TRANSPORTATION,  EXPRESS,  TELEGRAPH,  AND  TELE- 
PHONE BUSINESS  EXEMPT  FROM  TAXATION  UNDER  WAR-REVENUE 
ACT. 

Memorandum  No.  222,  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  date  of  Octo- 
ber 20,  1917,  reads  as  follows: 

As  the  act  to  provide  revenue  to  defray  war  expenses  exempts  all  Government  busi- 
ness from  taxation,  the  following  extracts  from  the  law,  and  the  procedure  to  be  fol- 
lowed thereunder,  are  promulgated  for  the  guidance  of  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Department: 

Government  Business  Exempt  from  Taxation. 

"That  no  tax  shall  be  imposed  under  section  five  hundred  upon  any  payment 
received  for  services  rendered  to  the  United  States,  or  any  State,  Territory,  or  the 
District  of  Columbia.  The  right  to  exemption  under  this  section  shall  be  evidenced 
in  such  manner  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  by  regulation  prescribe."     (Sec.  502.) 

The  regulations  which  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  will  prescribe  are  not 
yet  ready  for  distribution.  When  issued  they  will  contain  complete  information 
regarding  the  law,  and  will  supplement  this  memorandum. 

Freight. 

"That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  November,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen, 
there  shall  be  levied,  assessed,  collected,  and  paid  (a)  a  tax  equivalent  to  three  per 
centum  of  the  amount  paid  for  the  transportation  by  rail  or  water  or  by  any  form  of 
mechanical  motor  power  when  in  competition  with  carriers  by  rail  or  water  of  property 
by  freight  consigned  from  one  point  in  the  United  States  to  another;  *  *  *" 
(Sec.  500.) 

Whenever  practicable  shipments  of  department  freight  must  be  made  on  the  regular 
department  bill  of  lading  (see  par.  56,  Fiscal  Regulations),  thereby  evidencing  the 
official  character  of  the  s.iipment.  When  not  practicable  to  use  a  Government  bill  of 
lading,  the  employee  may  use  a  commercial  bill  of  lading,  but  must  write  across  the 
face  thereof  the  following:

Each  of  the  packages  comprising  the  shipment  must  be  marked  as  prescribed  by 
paragraph  G2  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations.

"*  *  *  (&)  a  tax  of  1  cent  for  each  20  cents,  or  fraction  thereof,  paid  to  any  per- 
son, corporation,  partnership,  or  association,  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting 
parcels  or  packages  by  express  over  regular  routes  between  fixed  terminals,  for  the 
transportation  of  anv  package,  parcel,  or  shipment  by  express  from  one  point  in  the 
United  States  to  another:    *    *    *"     (Sec.  500.) 

Whenever  practicable  department  bills  of  lading  or  department  express  charge  slips 
will  be  used  to  cover  express  shipments;  shipping  forms  furnished  by  the  express 
company,  when  used,  must  be  marked  as  already  prescribed  for  freight  shipments. 

Passenger  Transportation. 

<<*  *  *  (c)  a  tax  equivalent  to  eight  per  centum  of  the  amount  paid  for  the 
transportation  of  persons  by  rail  or  water,  or  by  any  form  of  mechanical  motor  power 
on  a  regular  established  line  when  in  competition  with  carriers  by  rail  or  water,  from 
one  point  in  the  United  States  to  another  or  to  any  point  in  Canada  or  Mexico,  where 
the  ticket  therefor  is  sold  or  issued  in  the  United  States,  not  including  the  amount 
paid  for  commu'ation  or  season  tickets  for  trips  less  than  thirty  miles,  or  for  transpor- 
tation the  fare  for  which  does  not  exceed  35  cents,    *    *    *"     (Sec.  500.) 

When  the  transportation  charge  exceeds  35  cents,  the  use  of  a  Government  trans- 
portation request  is  imperative  to  indicate  the  official  character  of  the  travel.     If  for 
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any  reason  transportation  requests  are  not  available  for  usc,-the  following  certificate 
must  be  executed  and  presented,  with  the  net  cash  faro,  to  tho  selling  agent  or  con- 
ductor:

Before  performing  official  travel  an  employee  should  apply  to  Ids  bureau  for  a  supply 
of  certificate  forms. 

Foreign  Travel. 

The  act  also  provides  for  a  graded  tax  on  passenger  transportation  involving  a  foreign 
destination,  effective  December  1,  1917.  The  payment  of  such  tax  when  the  journey 
is  performed  on  official  business  may  be  avoided  by  the  use  of  transportation  requests 
or  by  furnishing  the  certificate  already  described. 

Parlor  Cars,  Sleeping  Cars,  and  Staterooms. 

"  *  *  *  and  a  tax  equivalent  to  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  paid  for  seats, 
berths,  and  staterooms  in  parlor  cars,  sleeping  cars,  or  on  vessels.  *  *  *  "  (Sec. 
500.) 

The  instructions  under  the  caption  "Passenger  transportation"  will  bo  observed  in 
securing  any  transportation  accommodations  of  special  character. 

Partially  Used  Mileage  or  Scrip  Books. 

"  *  *  *  jf  a  mileage  book  used  for  such  transportation  or  accommodation  has 
been  purchased  before  this  section  takes  effect,  or  if  cash  fare  be  paid,  the  tax  imposed 
by  this  section  shall  be  collected  from  the  person  presenting  the  mileage  book,  or  pay- 
ing the  cash  fare,  by  the  conductor  or  other  agent,  when  presented  for  such  transporta- 
tion or  accommodation,  and  the  amount  so  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  United  States 
in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  revenue,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  prescribe;    *    *    *     "     (Sec.  500.) 

When  an  employee  traveling  on  official  business  on  or  after  November  1,  1917,  pre- 
sents the  unused  portion  of  a  mileage  or  scrip  book  purchased  on  a  Government  trans- 
portation request  prior  to  November  1,  1917,  he  must  also  execute  and  surrender  to  the 
agent  or  conductor  the  certificate  evidencing  the  official  character  of  the  travel. 

Telegraph,  Radio,  and  Telephone  Messages. 

"  *  *  *  (e)  a  tax  of  5  cents  upon  each  telegraph,  telephone,  or  radio  dispatch, 
message,  or  conversation,  which  originates  witliin  the  United  States,  and  for  the  trans- 
mission of  which  a  charge  of  15  cents  or  more  is  imposed :  Provided,  That  only  one  pay-' 
ment  of  such  tax  shall  be  required,  notwithstanding  the  lines  or  stations  of  one  or  more 
persons,  corporations,  partnerships,  or  associations  shall  be  used  for  the  transmission 
of  such  dispatch,  message,  or  conversation.    *    *    *"     (Sec.  500.) 

To  indicate  their  official  character  Government  telegrams  and  radiograms  must  be 
indorsed  as  provided  by  the  fiscal  regulations.  The  procedure  to  prevent  the 
collection  of  a  tax  on  long-distance  telephone  messages  on  Government  business  is  not 
yet  determined,  and  it  is  therefore  suggested,  for  the  time  being  at  least,  that  when- 
ever practicable  the  use  of  the  long-distance  telephone  be  avoided  and  other  means 
of  communication  utilized.

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Supplementary  Notice. 

Supplementary  to  the  foregoing  memorandum  of  the  Secretary,  bureau  employees 
are  reminded  that  they  can  not  be  reimbursed  for  the  payment  of  this  revenue  tax  in 
connection  with  the  transaction  of  Government  business.  Employees  of  railroad 
companies  and  other  public-service  corporations  have  been  properly  instructed  to 
the  effect  that  the  business  of  the  Government  is  exempt  from  this  tax,  and  it  is  believed 
that  where  Government  employees  are  properly  identified  there  will  be  no  attempt 
to  collect  the  tax.  To  this  end  it  is  suggested  that  bureau  employees  while  on  official 
business  should  have  in  their  possession  something  by  which  they  can  establish  their 
identity  as  Government  employees  and  show  that  they  are  engaged  in  the  transaction 
of  Government  business.  They  should  likewise  carry  a  supply  of  the  certificate 
referred  to  under  the  heading  "Passenger  transportation"  and  furnish  executed 
copies  to  railroad  agents  or  others  as  required.  Supplies  of  blaj?r  certificates  have 
been  sent  to  bureau  officers  in  charge  of  work  requiring  travel.
